“This pays.to America the tribute of i 
exceptional influence, but I suggest that | 
if the world is dependent upon our’ 
action to bring about the supreme ' 
realization, then we ought to have the.

But let us consider 
what is meant by this reliance upon, 
America. What can it signify if not ' 
that it is to the United States, and to:

The British Premier re- 
plied, according to his remarks cata 
by the newspapers, to the effect that, 
while the formation of an ‘interna- 
tional army’ would be ‘an ideal solu- 
tion,’ it could not be accomplished be-’ 
cause the European nations could not : 
furnish the troops and the Unité 
States had ‘withdrawn from co-opeta 
tion '—a polite and diplomatic phrase 
and more exactly meaning, of course. 
that the Senate of the United States 
had not completed the partial obliza 
tion assumed by the President to do 
that very thing—that is, to ‘furnish the 
troops.’ Could a clearer indication of 
what would, have been expected of this 
country as a member of the League of 
Nations be desired? Hardly. Some, 
too, think, or say they think, that this 
extraordinary service should be ren. 
dered. I do not agree with them, but, 
assuming that they are right, I venture 
to note that nothing stands in the way 
of performance. The President has 
only to call upon Congress to declare 
war and to confer upon’ him specific 
authority to raise armies for the pro- 
tection of the power... which, though

“It is reasonably safe to assume, 
however, that the President will. not 
pursue this course, Fortunately he is’ 
under no ‘compelling moral obligation’ 
under the League to do so.

It is intended for a plain no- 
tice to every government on the face 
of the earth that the entire resources 
of this nation are pledged to maintain 
the sacredness of American lives and 
the just protection of American prop- 
erties. 

“The line of demarcation between 
our attitude and that of eur political 
opponents is perfectly ‘plain. The 
President has made his position clear 
by his acts no less than by his words. 
Twice there came to him an opportu- 
nity to obtain ratification at the hands 
of the Senate and twice he put the op- 
portunity aside, because he would not 
accept reservations designed solely to 
safeguard American rights. He still 
holds Article 10 to be the heart of the 
covenant. So does the Democratic 
| Platform. So does the Democratic 
nominee. To assume that the nominee 
would accept the reservations rejected 
by the Presidént and denounced by the 
party platform is to impugn his integ- 
rity. To insinuate, as those who in 
proclaiming themselves for the Demo- 


cratic candidaté ‘and ‘the league with 


reservations’ do insinuate that he 
would pursue, such a cqurse in seeking’ | 
ratification is not to pay him a compli- 
ment but rather to challenge his sin- 
cerity. For myself, I do not question 
for a moment the truth of what the 
Democratic nominee says on this sub- 


:“Ject. He has lately said he is ‘in 


favor of going in’ on the basis an- 
nounced by the President. I am not. 
That is the whole difference between 
us, but it is a most vital one, because 
it involves the disparity between a 
world court of justice supplemented by 
a world association for conference on 
the one hand, and the council of the 
league on the other. 

“The difference between a court of 
international justice and the council 
created by the league covenant is sim- 
ple, but profound. 

“The.one is a judicial tribunal to be 
governed by fixed and definite princi- 
ples of law administered without pas- 
sion or prejudice. The other is an as- 
sociation of diplomats and politicians 
whose determinations are sure to be 
influenced by considerations of expedi- 
ency and national selfishness. 

“I do not mean to suy, nor do I mean 
to permit any such, construction, that 
I would decline to cooperate’ with oth- 
er ‘nations in an honést endeavor to 
prevent wars. Nobody living would 
take that position. The only question 
is one of method or of practicability 
within the bounds prescribed by funda- 
mental principles. 

“There are distinctly two types of 
international relationship. One is an 
offensive and defensive alliance of 
great powers, like that created at Ver- 
sailles, to impose their will upon the 
helpless peoples of the world. Frank- 
ly, I am opposed to such a scheme as 
that, and I speak knowingly when I 
say that the associated powers, with 
whom we fought the war, were reluc- 
tant to accept such a proposition. 

“I am opposed to the very thought of 
our republic becoming a party to so 
great an outrage upon other peoples, 
who have as good a right to seek their 
political freedom as we had in 1776 
and have the same right to developing 
eminence under the inspiration of na- 
tionality as we held for ourselves, 

“The other type is a society of free 
nations, or an association of free na- 
tions, or a league of free nations, ani- 
mated by considerations of right and 
justice, instead of might and self in- 
-terest and not merely proclaimed an 
agency in pursuit of peace, but so or- 
ganized and so participated in as to 
make the actual attainment of peace 
a reasonable possibility. Such an as-

“The Democratic nominee has spok- 
en about ‘Am»srica abandoning her as- 
sociates in war and deserting the Allied 
nations in establishing the League of 
Versa.lles.

ROADS 
COUNTY IN 
HANDS Or 
ENGINEER 


Under the recent act of the leg- 
islature by which the position of 
county engineer was created that 
official is given vast powers. By 
its terms the work on the roads of 
the county is taken out of the 
hands of the supervisors and put 
in the hands of the new official, Mr. 
| Ralph R. Arnold. The title of the 
act reads ‘transferring to such en- 
gineer certain powers, functions and 
duties heretofore vested in and per: 
formed by county surveyors and the 
members of the boards of supervis- 
ors.” ‘ 

The appointment is for four years 
and carries with it a salary of six 
thousand dollars per year, besraes 
traveling expenses. and Other neces- 
sary expenses incurred in the per- 
formance of his dut-es. i 

Under the terms of the act the 
county engineer shall be ex-officio 
road commissioner of and for each 
and every road district of the 
county, The work of the improve 
ment and care of the roads of the 
county is placed in his hands. 

Section 9 of the act reads as fol- 
lows: “Upon the completion of worl. 
done for the county on its roads 
highways, streets, bridges and aque 
ducts, or in connect‘on’ with the 
game, the county engineer must ex 
amine the same, and if completed in 
accordance with specifications there 
of, he must submit to the board of 
supervisors a certificate over his sig- 
nature and official] geal to the e.fect 
that such work by the contractors 
thereof has been completed in ac- 
cordance with the specificat‘on» 
thereof and recommending its ac- 
ceptance. The board shall thereup- 
on audit the same and direct its 
payment out of the proper fund o 

ands.” :

All of the beet sugar plants in the 
state are now in operation except one 
—the Spreckles plant at Salinos—ac- 
cording to advices received locally by 
the Retail Grocers‘ Association, A, 
good crop of sugar beets is reported 
throughout the state and this factor 
is becoming increasingly important in 
determining just how steep the down- 
ward trend of sugar prices will be dur 
ing the coming months. 

In Santa Maria valley, Santa Bar-

crop this year has been estimated at 
80,000 tons. Slicing has been started 
at the plant of the Union Sugar Com- 
pany in that valley an@ expectations 
are that 300,000 sacks of sugar will 
be turned out within the next three 
months. 

The Spreckles plant at Saitnas has 
not yet started but will do so on the 
20th of September. 

Indications are that further de- 
clines in sugar possibly amounting to 
as much as two to three dollars a 
hundred will be again put in effect 
before another fortnight, according to 
grocers. At the association head- 
quarters there is a large sign advising 
grocers to buy sparingly as the mar- 
ket is very weak. 

The Louisiana cane sugar crop this 
year is estimated at 358,000,000 tons 
as compared with 242,000,000 tons last 
year,
